HE WAS SHOT 
BY HIS OWN SON. 


FARMER SULLIVAN A PARA- 
LYTIC FOR SIX YEARS. 


BULLET LODGED IN HIS SPINE. 


It Was Located by X Rays and Will 
Be Extracted at the Baptist 
Hospital. 


By means of X rays a bullet was located 
Thursday morning in the body of M. A. Sul- 
livan, a farmer of Creal Springs, III., that 
has made him a helpless paralytic for six 
years. 

After the ball had been found it was pho- 
tographed, Surgeons at the Baptist Hos- 
pital will be guided by the photographic 
plate in making their operation for the 
extraction of the bullet. If the doctors are 
successful Sulllvan's recovery will be com: 
plete. 


Sullivan's case isa sad one. Six years ago 
July 13 hig eldest boy, Willie, then 15 years 
old, tried to kill his father and mother, The 
boy was eee with a frenzy to do mur- 
der, He has never been able to account for 
his act. Mr. Sullivan was shot once. His 
wife was wounded in two places. Her in- 
juries were slight and she quickly recovered. 

The ball that struck Mr. Sullivan entered 
below the left shoulder, glanced down and 
lodged in the spine. The effect was a com- 
plete cessation of sensation from the mid- 
dle of the torso down. It was impossible to 
locate the bullet, although the doctors were 
certain it had lodged in the spine. 

For six years Mr. Sullivan has sat in an 
arm-chair, helpless, unable to stand, prac- 
tically dead from the waist down. Mean- 
while his son was tried and sentenced, and 
has served five years in the penitentiary. 

Some time ago medical students from 
Creal Springs who are attending St. Louis 
medical colleges persuaded Dr. H, M. Whit- 
acre, Mr. Sullivan's family physician, to 
have the ball located by X rays. The doc- 
tor made arrangements with the St. Louis 
Electric Supply Co. of 911 Market strect 
and brought his patient to St. Louis. 

Mr. Sullivan was carried to the operat- 
ing room Thursday morning. Messrs. Mor- 
gan P. Rice of the General Electrical Co 
of New York and E. Ruebel, president of 
the local company, handled the apparatus. 

A five-inch spark from a high frequency 
current was used. The Crookes tube was of 
the latest devi@e, with reservoir chambers 
for regulating the vacuum. 

One minute after the current was turned 
on Dr. Whitacre applied the fluoroscope to 
Sullivan’s body and saw the bullet dis- 
tinctly. It was embedded in the vertebrae 
on the right side, opposite the sixth rib. 

After the hall had been located Mr. 
Ruebel wrapped Mrs. Sullivan's shew!
